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To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Education  Committee 
MY  LORDS,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

The  health  of  Oxfordshire  as  reflected  in  the  vital  statistics  for 
births,  deaths  and  infant  mortality  showed  no  significant  variation  on  the 
rates  for  previous  years. 

Apart  from  high  morbidity  from  influenza,  there  were  no  serious  out¬ 
breaks  of  infectious  diseases.  One  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported,  after 
some  years  of  complete  freedom  from  the  disease,  and  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
were  on  a  level  with  those  for  previous  years. 

Among  the  more  important  matters  considered  by  the  Health  Committee, 
during  the  year,  were  the  proposals  for  the  re-grouping  of  water  supply 
undertakings;  poliomyelitis  vaccination;  the  introduction  of  triple  vaccin¬ 
ation  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus;  and  the  Report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Mental  Illness. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  proposals  for  re-grouping  of  water  undertakings 
are  likely  to  result  in  the  formation  of  Water  Boards  covering  the  whole  of 
Oxfordshire.  Although  the  necessity  to  provide  adequate  pure  water  supplies 
is  no  longer  a  matter  of  contention  and  is  almost  entirely  a  financial  and 
administrative  problem,  the  results  of  the  proposed  action  should,  in  due 
course,  improve  the  lot  of  the  Oxfordshire  population  who  do  not,  at  present, 
en j °y  piped  water  (25%  of  the  population),  bathing  arrangements  (52%  of  the 
population)  or  waterborne  sanitary  arrangements  (35%  of  the  population) . 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  was  only  in  its  initial  stages  in 
1957,  when  vaccine  was  in  short  supply.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  of  14,174 
children  registered,  4,181  had  been  vaccinated  with  two  injections  and  121 
with  one  injection.  The  subsequent  extension  of  the  scheme  and  of  the  demand 
for  vaccination  has  shown  clearly  the  dread  which  parents  rightly  have  of 
this  disease,  even  when  it  is  occurring  only  in  sporadic  cases.  Vaccinated 
persons  are  five  times  less  likely  to  develop  paralytic  poliomyelitis  than 
those  left  unprotected. 

Tetanus  is  as  important  in  a  rural  area  as  diphtheria,  now  that  the 
latter  has  been  controlled  by  immunisation.  The  introduction  of  triple 
vaccine,  including  the  immunising  agents  for  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  in  one  injection,  makes  protection  against  these  diseases  more 
likely  to  be  accepted  by  parents  for  their  children  than  the  multiplicity  of 
separate  injections  formerly  necessary. 

The  Royal  Commission  on  Mental  Illness  reported  in  1957.  Important 
changes  in  the  legislation  covering  admission  procedures  are  recommended, 
while  local  health  authorities  will  be  very  much  concerned  with  arrangements 
for  the  transfer  of  mentally  retarded  persons  from  hospital  care  to  care  in 
the  community,  as  envisaged  by  the  Royal  Commission. 

Continuing  attention  to  the  operation  of  the  Ambulance  Service  brought 
the  Hospital  Car  Service  into  close  liaison  with  the  Ambulance  Service, 
insofar  as,  from  January,  1957,  all  calls  primarily  go  to  the  Ambulance 
Headquarters  and  Sub-Depots.  This  makes  possible  more  economical  use  of 
ambulance  vehicles. 

In  the  School  Health  Service,  perhaps  the  most  important  matters  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Special  Services  Board  of  the  Education  Committee  were  the 
implications  of  the  Underwood  Report  on  the  Maladjusted  Child,  together  with 
the  reports  of  a  Regional  Hospital  Board  Working  Party  on  the  same  subject. 
The  immediate  outcome  was  the  decision  considerably  to  strengthen  the  staff 
and  organisation  of  the  Child  Guidance  Service  in  the  County.  As  it  is  most 
likely  that  any  preventive  mental  health  work  will  have  to  be  based  on  the 
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Child  Guidance  Service,  the  building  up  of  a  more  comprehensive  Service, 
to  work  more  closely  with  the  associated  Health  Services,  should  prove 
most  valuable. 

The  appointment  of  a  second  Speech  Therapist  in  1956  enabled  a  more 
comprehensive  service  to  be  set  up  for  that  type  of  handicap  in  1957, 
while  the  accurate  ascertainment  of  partial  deafness  will  be  made  possible 
by  the  decision  of  the  Committee  to  provide  a  pure-tone  audiometer  in  the 
coming  year. 

The  existence  of  carious  teeth  in  over  90%  of  school  entrants  and 
the  steady  progress  of  dental  caries  through  all  age  groups  of  school 
children  is  undoubtedly  the  most  serious  problem  in  the  School  Health 
Service.  At  the  present  rate  of  deterioration,  the  position  will  be 
reached  in  the  foreseeable  future  where  most  school  leavers  have  dentures. 
The  provision  of  more  dentists  and  better  treatment  facilities  would  not 
solve  the  problem,  but  a  very  great  contribution  could  be  made  by  the 
application  of  water  fluoridation  schemes,  which  it  is  hoped  the  Ministry 
will  soon  recommend.  This  type  of  protection  would  reduce  dental  caries 
by  at  least  60%.  The  results  of  Pilot  Schemes  in  this  country  are  still 
awaited,  although  American  experience  with  fluoridation  is  quite  con¬ 
clusive.  It  is  necessary  for  the  greater  success  of  such  a  measure  that 
children,  both  antenatally  and  throughout  their  young  lives,  should  have 
the  appropriate  intake:  one  part  per  million  of  fluoride  in  the  drinking 
water  is  the  most  convenient  method. 

The  provision  of  a  new  mobile  dental  clinic  was  a  very  welcome 
addition  to  the  clinic  facilities  for  dentistry  available  in  the  County. 
Further  provision  of  such  units  may  well  be  found  desirable  following 
experience  with  such  modern  equipment.

1,766  persons  died  in  Oxfordshire  in  1957,  giving  a  corrected  death  rate 
of  9.50,  comparing  with  a  national  death  rate  of  11.5. 


There  were  65  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  54  of  these  being  males 
and  11  females,  giving  a  death  rate  from  this  disease  of  0.332  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  which  figure  is  slightly  lower  than  the  national  cancer  of 
the  lung  rate  of  0.426. 

11  persons  died  from  tuberculosis,  giving  a  T.B.  death  rate  of  0.056, 
comparing  with  the  national  T.B.  death  rate  of  0.107.

1958  ) 


515  samples  of  various  foodstuffs  were  procured,  of  which  485  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  under  the  above-mentioned  Acts  and  Orders. 

30  informal  samples  of  milk  and  spirits  were  tested  at  this  office. 

Six  samples  of  milk  and  six  samples  of  other  foodstuffs  were  reported 
by  the  Analyst  to  be  unsatisfactory,  as  follows :- 

Three  Channel  Is-land  and  one  ordinary  sample  of  milk  were  certified  to 
be  deficient  in  fat,  and  the  deficiencies  were  traced  to  poor  quality 
yie Ids . 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  deficient  in  solids-not-fat ,  but  the  presence 
of  added  water  was  not  confirmed. 

Two  complaints  from  purchasers  of  milk  were  investigated:  in  one  case  a 
quantity  of  cereal  and,  in  the  other,  a  quantity  of  broken  glass  was  found 
in  the  bottled  milk. 

Two  samples  of  whisky  were  found  to  be  slightly  below  the  declared 
proof  strength.  The  Analyst  certified  that  the  deficiencies  were  possibly 
due  to  evaporation. 

A  sweet  described  as  "Ball  Gum"  was  falsely  described,  in  that  it  had  no 
chewing  gum  properties. 

A  sample  of  chocolate-flavoured  milk  made  with  skimmed  milk  was 
incorrectly  described. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations 

Pour  minor  infringements  of  the  above-mentioned  regulations  were 
reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1933,  Fart  II 

300  retailers  are  now  on  the  Council's  list  of  sellers  of  Part  II  Poisons. 
15  new  applicants  were  "listed".  252  visits  were  made  to  premises  of  "listed" 
sellers,  and  no  infringements  of  the  Act  were  disclosed. 

Enquiries  were  made  at  333  "unlisted"  premises  to  ascertain  if  poisons 
were  sold.  In  15  cases,  poisons  were  found  on  the  premises  of  traders,  who 
have  since  become  "listed"  sellers  or  alternatively  have  withdrawn  poisons 
from  sale.  One  trader  was  officially  cautioned  for  selling  poisons  from 
"unlisted"  premises. 

Three  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Analyst,  who  certified  that  the 
articles  were  non-poisonous  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.
